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MONEY 


HARLOW Council splashed out more than 
£25,000 on energy bills for Harlow Swimming 
Pool - after it was shut to the public. 

The Star used a Freedom of Information request to 
obtain the authority’s monthly gas and electricity bills 
covering the period following the pool’s closure last 
September until March of this year. 

The building, in First Avenue, is to be demolished to make 
way for housing as part of the Gateway project but was closed 
earlier than planned amid fears of a structural failure when the 
roof started leaking. 

However, the council continued to pay monthly gas bills 
amounting to several thousands of pounds. In February this 
year a gas bill of £7,789.98 was settled by the council but by 
then the meter had been removed. 

Monthly electricity bills for as much as £2,397 were also 
paid after the building was closed. 

The bills contributed to a £101,000 overspend on the pool for 
the financial year 2007/08. 

Taxpayers’Alliance chief executive Matthew Elliot said: “It’s 
amazing that Harlow’s empty swimming pool, providing no 
service to the public, has still cost the taxpayer so much to

maintain. The council should be doing everything it can to keep 
bills down rather than splashing out on empty, defunct build¬ 
ings.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell also voiced his concern, saying: 
“On the face of it this level of charge for gas and electricity 
appears very high, particularly in light of the pool’s closure last 
year. I will request an explanation for those charges and will be 
taking this issue up as a matter of urgency.” 

But a council spokeswoman said: “Although the swimming 
pool was closed in September 2007 and the gas meter removed 
in January 2008, it is still necessary to keep power supplied to 
the building. Electricity is still connected and used in the build¬ 
ing to power lights and alarms and for security reasons.” 

She added the council was expecting to receive a rebate of 
about £17,000 in respect of the gas bill but did not confirm it 
was for the same period. 

When councillors finally pulled the plug on the pool last 
December it was said demolition would begin immediately 
before work started on building 60 homes on the site. But 10 
months later the council has still to appoint a consultant to deal 
with the facility’s disposal.

Hospital acts to 
cut cancelled ops 


HUNDREDS of operations were 
cancelled at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital last year 
because of bed shortages, mislaid 
x-rays and other problems. 

A total of 357 surgical procedures 
were called off during the 12-month 
period from April 2007 to March this 
year due to non-clinical issues. 

The main reasons were administrative 
issues as well as displacement due to urgent 
accident and emergency admissions and over¬ 
running theatre sessions. But staff and bed 
shortages, problems with the availability of 
equipment and x-rays going missing also 
accounted for a number of cancellations.

Hospital chiefs admitted the figure was not 
ideal but said the number of cancellations rep¬ 
resented a small percentage of the 32,000 
procedures carried out successfully at the hos¬ 
pital during the period. 

A PAH Trust spokesman told the Star: “I 
think it is fair to say that every cancelled oper¬ 
ation is bad for us and the patient and we have 
introduced new systems to make sure we are 
improving in this area. 

“This is a small number but it is a number 
we intend to reduce even further with the 
introduction of new systems.” 

Last week the hospital announced it had 
introduced a new electronic information sys¬ 


tem which simplifies the management of the¬ 
atre schedules and conducts calculations to 
identify problems with waiting lists before 
patients are called in for surgery. 

And later this year it is due to link in with 
the central sterile supplies department to 
ensure instruments are available at the time a 
patient is placed on to the operating list. 

The hospital has also improved its availabil¬ 
ity of beds in its high dependency and inten¬ 
sive care units for post-operative patients as a 
result of better planning. 

The number of cancelled ops at PAH is 
comparatively low when compared with some 
other hospitals in the country. Kingston 
Hospital NHS Trust in Surrey is reported to 
have called off more than 10,000 operations 
during the same period.

Man dies after fall 
from tower block 

A MAN died after falling from a block of 
flats in Harlow on Saturday afternoon. 

The 26-year-old, who has not yet been 
formally identified but is believed to have 
lived in Tower Hamlets in east London, was 
pronounced dead by paramedics attending 
the scene outside Hughes Tower, in The 
Hides, shortly before 5pm. 

A post mortem examination was due to 
take place this week but police said they 
were not treating the death as suspicious. 


Airport inquiry pushed back 
to allow councils more time 


COUNCILS have been given an 
extra month to prepare their case 
against massive expansion of 
Stansted Airport - but Harlow 
looks likely to play no part in the 
campaign. 

The Planning Inspectorate, 
which will consider BAA’s appeal 
against refusal of planning permis¬ 
sion for a second runway, has 
bowed to pressure from six local 
authorities for more time to fight 
the proposals. 

The start of the public inquiry 
has been moved from January to 
April next year and the deadline 
for submissions pushed back from 
September 15 to October 13 fol¬ 
lowing a demand from councils 
which have joined forces to form a 
cross-party group known as C02 - 


Councils Opposed to 2nd Runway. 

Harlow Council is not one of 
the six C02 members and deputy 
leader Simon Carter said it had yet 
to decide whether a second runway 
would be good or bad for the area. 

“We have asked for some brief¬ 
ing papers on this and I expect it to 
come before councillors for debate 
in due course,” he said. “There 
would be two issues to discuss: 
whether or not we support a sec¬ 
ond runway and then what action 
to take in light of the position we 
decide on.” 

Meanwhile, Essex County 
Council leader Lord Hanningfield 
welcomed the rescheduling of the 
inquiry, saying councils needed a 
“fair chance” to put the case 
against airport expansion.

SIR, May I, through the letters page of the 
Star, ask when our town can expect the re¬ 
opening to the public of Stewards swimming 
pool? 

Harlow Council entered an agreement with 
Stewards School many years ago for joint 
use of this pool. Over the years, the council 
invested a great deal of council tax money to 
bring the pool changing and reception areas 
up to a good standard. 


The pool was always well used by the 
community, both generally and by clubs and 
classes. Then, in 2005, the council abruptly 
pulled out of its partnership agreement to 
save money.

If there are genuine reasons for not renewing 
the community use of Stewards then let the 
council explain them. Otherwise, it could 
appear that members and officers have 
shrugged their shoulders and abdicated 
responsibility for losing yet another of the 
town’s assets.

Bucking the trend 

SIR, So now we know the result of Mr 
Hindmarch’s experiment at the college - 
overall A2 pass rates down by two per cent 
and A-C grades down by eight per cent. As 
yet the AS results do not appear to have been 
publicly made available. 

After years of steady improvement in 
results, the new regime manages to reverse 
the progress and to buck the national trend. 
According to The Guardian , the national 
average for A-C grades for 2007 was 64.4 
per cent (at Harlow College it was 60 per 
cent) whilst for 2008 the national 
average is 74.7 per cent A-C grades (at 
Harlow College it is 52 per cent). So much 
for excellence. 

I suppose this was to be expected given the 
chaos Mr Hindmach has been 
responsible for causing at the college. 
However, I continue to be amazed by his 
gall. 

When he came to Harlow he stated that one 
of the reasons for the introduction of the 
teaching and learning strategy was that not 
enough students were getting into the top 
‘Russell Group of Universities’. Now he 
appears to be saying top marks are not his 
priority. Is this because he simply spins 
the explanation to fit the situation or is it 
because he has come up with so many 
justifications for his actions he cannot 
remember what he has said? 

Unfortunately, it is not in Bill Rammel’s gift 
to get rid of Mr Hindmarch because, 
although the results are down, the college 
has not as yet been judged to be failing. The 
power to remove the principal rests with the 
governors of the college, so I invite the 
chairman of governors to publicly state 
whether he is still pleased with the way 
things are going and, if so, why?

True fall concealed 

SIR, From your article relating to A-level 
results at Harlow College (Star, August 21), 

I gather that Mr Hindmarch has brushed 
aside the low grades attained and states that 
top marks are not his priority. 

Can this be the same man who took the 
number of A-C grades per subject as one of 
the criteria used to judge staff re-applying 


for their jobs? Admittedly, the major factor 
was whether or not you accepted his strategy 
without question and I am sure he has not 
changed his stance in this regard. 

The fall in A-level pass rates is much greater 
than stated. This is masked in the statistics by 
use of the so-called Exit Programme. 
Basically, anyone who is likely to fail is 
removed from the examination and follows a 
different path to course completion. 
Therefore, retention statistics are maintained 
and true pass rates are hidden. 

This means of boosting pass rates was not 
available to previous staff and yet the true 
pass rates were extremely high. It must also 
be remembered that the students finishing 
this year were taught half of the syllabus by 
the previous staff teams. 

The only way of determining how well the 
new scheme has worked is to look at the AS 
results of the new intake as these students are 
the first to be totally subjected to the new 
regime. So why is there such a deafening 
silence about AS results? Surely the college 
should be trumpeting their overwhelming 
success. 

Could it be that the results are so dire as to 
be hidden from public knowledge? 
Unfortunately, the answer is yes. As 
examples, the AS mathematics pass rate is 18 
per cent and physics 25 per cent. The same is 
true of most other subjects. This does not 
bear comparison with previous years 
averages of 70 per cent plus.

Expenses of office 

SIR, After reading your article about 
councillors’ expenses, I felt I had to 
comment. 

The report failed to point out that allowances 
for local councillors are set by a panel of 
independent people, not council officers or 
councillors themselves. 

Councillors are all paid the same basic 
allowance, with additional payments for 
special responsibilities such as chair or vice 
chair of committees. There are no additional 
payments for attending outside bodies to 
represent the council, working parties or 
meetings with residents and surgeries. 
Councillors can claim a mileage allowance at 
a set rate and, as your report said, child care. 
Payments are made to all councillors monthly 
for telephone allowance and, if claimed, 
broadband. 

The fact you refer to councillor Macy’s 
personal circumstance is of no consequence. 

I was a single parent myself for part of my 
time as a councillor, as were others. 

It is a matter of personal choice and 
circumstance as to whether councillors claim 
all or part of the monies they are entitled to 
and they are well within their rights to do so.

SPORTS pitches in Har¬ 
low are set to be upgraded 
with a £870,000 invest¬ 
ment as part of the Gate¬ 
way scheme. 

The move, announced this 
week, will further boost local 
leisure provision, following 
the replacement of the Sport- 
centre with a new complex in 
Second Avenue, due to be 
completed by next year.

The money will come from

£50m, comprising Government 
and council funding and the pro¬ 
ceeds of asset sales such as the 
existing Sportcentre site, in 
Hammarskjold Road, for housing. 

The Harlow Gateway 
Partnership is also hoping to 
secure additional investment to 
develop junior football by bidding 
for a grant from the Football 
Foundation.

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Schools salute 
exams success

HARLOW’S secondary schools were 
celebrating when students posted 
record results in this year’s GCSE 
examinations. 

The Government-set target of 30 per cent 
of pupils achieving five A*-C grades was 
surpassed when anxious pupils returned to 
their schools on Thursday morning to col¬ 
lect their results. 

Mark Hall School passed the benchmark fig¬ 
ure by 10 per cent with 40 per cent of 
students gaining five or more A*-C 
including English and maths. In total 
60 per cent gained five or more A*-C 
grades or equivalent. 

Top performers were Bethany Drake 
who achieved six A* and six As and 
Lee Spacagna with five A* and five 
As. 

Headteacher Chris Fluskey said: 

“These results show the school adding 
considerable value to the education of 
students at all levels of ability and I am 
very proud of the work of the students 
and staff.” 

At Stewards School, 32 per cent 
gained five or more A*-C grades 
including English and maths with 62 
per cent achieving five or more A*-C 
grades. 

Vongai Karimazondo notched up six 
A* and seven As while Jon Cooper 
achieved five A* and two As. 

Deputy headteacher Garry Carrol 
said: “We are absolutely delighted by 
the performance of the pupils. Pupils

and staff should be congratulated for all 
their hard work.” 

Passmores pupils recorded a 48 per 
cent pass rate for five or more A*-C 
grades including English and maths 
while a total of 64 per cent of pupils 
received five or more A*-C grades. 

Jody Perham was awarded 10 A* and 
A grades while Sian Waters got nine. 

Headteacher Vic Goddard said: “To 
easily surpass the targets set this year is 
a remarkable achievement. For the last 
two years we have outperformed the 
majority of schools in the UK and we 
have every intention of continuing to do 


David Brunwin, headteacher of St 
Mark’s School, praised some excep¬ 
tional performances which contributed 
to the school’s figures of 51 per cent of 
pupils getting five or more A*-C 
including English and maths and 67 per 
cent getting five or more A*-C grades. 

“These are very good results with 
exceptional performances by some stu¬ 


dents who worked hard to achieve the 
best they could,” he said. 

Hard work also paid off at Burnt 
Mill School where 37 per cent of pupils 
gained five or more A*-C including 
English and maths and 64 per cent 
achieved five or more A*-C grades. 
Top performer was Luke Green with 
six A* and four As. 

Headteacher Stephen Chamberlain 
said: “They are a fantastic year group 
with many talented students who 
deserve the excellent results they have 
achieved. They have exceeded all the 
targets set for them.” 

MP Bill Rammell said: “These 
results very clearly demonstrate that we 
have successful schools in Harlow with 
at least five schools achieving over the 
national challenge benchmark of 30 per 
centA*-C pass rate. 

“I am working with Harlow schools 
to ensure that this high standard is 
maintained and repeated in coming 
years.”

For a better quality of life 
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Boy hurt in pool 
by broken glass

A MOTHER has called for securi¬ 
ty improvements at Harlow’s pad¬ 
dling pools after her son was seri¬ 
ously hurt on broken glass. 

Tracy Newell has hit out at what she 
believes are lax arrangements following 
the incident at Staple Tye pool and her 
subsequent discovery that 10-year-old 
Ben may suffer permanent nerve dam¬ 
age as a result. 

The pair visited the pool on Thursday 
evening, with Ben’s 13-year-old sister Amy, to 
take advantage of the warm weather but the 
trip ended with a dash to hospital when, sec¬ 
onds after entering the water, he ran out with 
blood pouring from his foot. 

Medics at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
found the wound was so severe that it had 
exposed nerve endings and kept the Holy 
Cross Primary School pupil in overnight for 
an operation under anaesthetic the following 
day. 

Still unable to walk on the foot, he is due to 
return to hospital this week so doctors can 
ascertain the extent of damage to the nerves. 

The incident comes just two weeks after 
the Star reported that broken glass and rub¬ 
bish had been scattered around the Norman 
Booth paddling pool in Mulberry Green by 
youths congregating in the area at night. 

Mrs Newell (40), who is considering taking 
legal action on behalf of her son, said Harlow 
Council should make immediate changes to

the way it manages its paddling pools to pre¬ 
vent other children suffering injury. 

“Either these places should be locked up 
after hours to prevent people getting in and 
smashing glass or they should be drained at 
the end of every day,” she said. “Surely it 
shouldn’t take for a boy of 10 to have to go 
through all this for the council to realise that.” 

Vut a council spokesman dismissed the 
suggestion and said people should blame the 
vandals who cause the damage, not the 
authority. 

“Unfortunately there is a minority of peo¬ 
ple who vandalise community facilities and 
we would urge residents to help out by report¬ 



ing any vandalism to the police,” he said. 

“When attendants arrive on site in the 
morning the pools are checked for broken 
glass and drained if necessary. If the pools 
were to be drained every night as a precau¬ 
tion, the next day’s public use would be lost 
with pools being filled up and the water being 
brought up to the necessary quality. 

“This is neither economical nor good for 
the environment.”

Big heart for 
development

A RATHER interesting newspaper 
cutting arrives from the June 23, 
1947 edition of now defunct 
national newspaper the Daily Herald , 
courtesy of regular contributor Ron Bill. 
Describing Harlow as “the little town with the 
big heart”, it tells how it had “qualified for a 
front place in socialism’s shop window” after a 
visit by planning minister John Silkin. 
“Scheduled as one of the Silkin New Towns, this will 
one day be the home and workplace of many families 
now living in single rooms and with in-laws in the 
over-crowded, blitzed and battered boroughs of outer 
London,” wrote reporter A.J. McWhinnie. 
“Reactionaries in some areas scheduled for New 
Towns have been giving the impression they are 
hostile to the people who are destined to live among 
them - but not so Harlow.” 

The man from the Herald - a Labour-supporting trade 
unionist paper which later became The Sun - was 
clearly impressed by the attitude of socialists in what 
we now know as the old town. Not only had they 
gathered to welcome the minister, but also threw a 
party and invited 300 guests from Labour branches in 
the capital, who came by coach, car, rail and bicycle. 
‘“Let us’, they said, ‘extend the hand of friendship to 
those who will one day be our workmates and 
neighbours’,” the reporter recounted. 

“In the local hall, under a banner reading ‘Welcome 
to all from the citizens of Harlow’, they talked about 
their respective jobs, life in the country and life in the 
overcrowded boroughs. 

“Mr Silkin said here yesterday: ‘There are some who 
have the feeling that the Londoner is a person with 
entirely different characteristics - as though east 
Londoners walked about with revolvers!’ And the 
Harlow folk laughed.” 

Perhaps to remark that the Harlow “folk” aren’t 
laughing quite so much now would be a cheap shot at 
such optimistic idealism - but looking at crime rates 
today, maybe it was an unfortunate remark. 

The Herald was not exactly a bias-free source. But it’s 
difficult to imagine such enthusiasm for huge scale 
development breaking out today.

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Harlow 
needs to 
Improve 



Councillor Eddie Johnson, Chair¬ 
man of the Council’s Enviro nm ent 
and Community Committee: 


“Harlow must do more to 
reduce, re-use and recycle 
waste. As a town we are 
simply not doing enough 
to meet our targets. 

“Protecting our environment 
is an important issue. The 
pressure is on because landfill 
is running out and the cost of 
sending rubbish to landfill sites 
is rising. The only way we can 
achieve higher recycling rates 
and reduce waste is to signifi¬ 
cantly change the way our 
waste is collected. 

“So, the renewal of the waste 
and refuse contact in June 2009 
provides a good opportunity to 
boost our recycling rates. 

“I know some people are 
concerned that the introduction 
of alternate weekly collections 
could cause nasty, smelly 
bins.but that’s not the case. 

“There will be weekly food 
waste collections and bookable 
collections of disposable 
nappies and incontinence 
waste to prevent bins becoming 
smelly. 

“We would also like to work 
with the Pensioners Action 
Group and Age Concern to 
help identify people who could 
be offered assisted collections 
if they would have genuine 
trouble putting out wheelie 
bins. 

“Like thousands of other 
Harlow residents I could be 
getting wheelie bins next year 
and I’m confident that the new 
system should not only boost 
our recycling targets but make 
for easier, cleaner disposal of 
our household rubbish.” 


HARLOW FACES 
WASTE CHALLENGE 

Harlow champions new waste collections 


HARLOW Council must 
change the way it 
collects household 
rubbish - or it could face 
hefty fines for the large 
amounts it tips into 
landfill sites. 

Over the next two years 
landfill tax is set to double 
and councils will be fined if 
they fail to reduce the amount 
of biodegradable waste 
tipped.... and these increased 
costs could have a knock on 
effect for Council Taxpayers. 

This is just one of the 
reasons Harlow Council is 
planning to change the way it 
collects your rubbish. With 
the renewal of the waste 
contract comes an opportu¬ 
nity for a new way of doing 
things. 

The current preferred 
option includes the introduc¬ 
tion of wheelie bins which 
would start to be rolled out to 
Harlow homes next autumn. 
As a result, the amount of 
waste we collect to recycle 
should reduce the amount 
that goes to landfill. 

Neighbouring areas have 
increased their recycling 
performance after introduc¬ 
ing wheelie bin systems. 

Based on 2007/08 figures, 
76% or 22,001 tonnes of 
Harlow’s household waste 
went to landfill with only 
23% - 6,542 tonnes being 
recycled. 

Councillors and officers 
have been working together to 
come up with a solution to 
the town’s waste problems. 


The preferred option was 
decided after months of 
consideration of other 
systems and should double 
the amount of waste the town 
recycles. 

The final system is yet to be 
decided when the contrac¬ 
tors’ bids are returned, but 

here is how the system could 
work: 

• Weekly collections for all 
properties of food waste 
from special containers 
provided by the Council. 
All food waste would be 
sent for composting. 

• Collection of dry recycling 
from a wheelie bin one 
week. 

• Collection of residual 
waste - (anything that 
cannot be recycled) - from 
a smaller wheelie bin the 
next week. 

• Bookable weekly collec¬ 
tions of disposable 
nappies and incontinence 
wastes. 

• Bookable seasonal 
green waste collections 
would continue. 

Around 22,500 homes 
would benefit by getting 
wheelie bins, which would 
not only improve recycling 
rates, but reduce littering, 
sometimes caused by the 
current system. 

One in seven houses are not 
deemed suitable for wheelie 
bins, but they would have 


similar alternate week collec¬ 
tions using the current system 
of boxes and bags for 
recycling and would be 
provided with refuse sacks 
for their residual waste. 

Flats that currently have 
communal bins would 
continue on the current 
systems - weekly collections 
of residual waste and 
fortnightly collections of dry 
recycling from communal 
bins. 


Assisted collections will 
continue for those who have 
genuine difficulty with the 
new system.

Stroke victim Paul 
an art inspiration 


A STROKE survivor has been awarded 
for his inspirational artwork. 

Paul Hester, of Felmongers, Harlow, has been 
left with reduced mobility, deafness in one ear 
and a weakened left arm after suffering a 
stroke in February 2007. 

The attack put him in hospital for two months and 
he turned to painting as a form of therapy. 

Now his newfound creative skills have won him a 
certificate of commendation in The Stroke 
Association’s Life After Stroke Awards which 
recognise the courage, determination and 
perseverance it takes for survivors of strokes to 
rebuild their lives. 

Mr Hester (50), said: “I never painted anything 
before, other than walls but I thought that I can’t 
just sit here and watch television all the time so I 
started painting as a pastime and also as therapy to 
help me with the left side weakness, which it has 
done.” 

The certificate, signed by the charity’s president, 
HRH the Duke of Kent, came as a surprise to Mr 
Hester, who said he had no idea his step-daughter 
Terri Maddocks (23), of Moorfield, Harlow, had 
nominated him. 

Tracey Barker, of The Stroke Association, said: 
“Around a quarter of the 150,000 people affected by 
strokes each year are under 65 years of age and a 
third of everyone affected are left with some form of 
long-term disability. 

“Recovering from strokes can be a long and difficult 
journey and people such as Paul Hester show that 
there is life after strokes and act as role models for 
others who are rebuilding their lives after the 
devastating consequences of a stroke.”

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Slaughter of 
innocents in 
the Devil's 
playground

G ENERAL Dallaire, the 
former head of the 
United Nations’ 
peacekeeping force in Rwanda, 
once said that he believed in 
God, because in Rwanda he had 
shaken hands with the devil. 

He was describing a meeting he 
had with the Interahamwe (the 
Hutu extremist militia) that 
actively participated in the murder 
and genocide of close to one 
million Tutsi inhabitants in just 100 
days back in 1994. 

This was the backdrop to the 
country I visited for two weeks as 
part of Project Umabano 
(Friendship), organised by the 
Conservative Party. I was one of 
more than 100 volunteers going to 
Rwanda to undertake a host of 
voluntary aid work. 

My task was to teach English to 
English teachers. The Rwandan 
Education Ministry had arranged 
for 1,500 teachers from all over the 
country to go to various schools to 
be taught by the volunteers. As I 
and seven other volunteers arrived 
at the Fawe boarding school we 
were all filled with a sense of 
trepidation. Only one of the 
volunteers had taught before and 
we were all worried about our lack 
of experience and our ability to 
teach for six solid hours a day. 

Most of us were revising lesson 
plans the night before until well 
after midnight. 

Day one began with introductions 
to our classes. Despite severe 
nerves we all passed the day 
relatively successfully. Our 
teachers were enthusiastic and 
hungry to learn. Each day started 
at 8am with a short break at 10am 
and then teaching until 4pm with 
some lunch in between. Every day 
we drilled the teachers with 
vocabulary, pronunciation and gave 
them topics to discuss. 

For the most part their grammar 
was excellent and their technical 
knowledge puts many of us to 
shame. One of the most moving 
moments for us came on the first 
day when we handed every student 
an English dictionary. Donated by 
Longmans, hundreds of 
dictionaries were flown from 
Gatwick to Kigali. English 
dictionaries are rare in Kigali 
and were treasured by the 
Rwandan teachers who were quick 
to write their names on every copy. 
Some of us had an assistant 
teacher, a trainee who was there to 
learn from our techniques (or lack 
of them) and to help us in the 
classroom. My assistant teacher 
was a remarkable chap called Tom. 
A good and wise man, Tom’s story 
epitomised the old and new 
Rwanda. In 1994, when the 
genocide began, he was just 12 
years old. He and his family fled 
from the north to a kind of refugee 
camp in Kigali, thinking it would 
be safer. One day as the 
Interahamwe closed in on the 
camp, Tom fled. He ran so far that 
he eventually reached the Rwandan 
border, crossing over to the Congo 
where he stayed until the genocide 
was stopped. To get to the Congo 
from Kigali is at least a four-five 
hour car journey so Tom’s 
marathon run was truly heroic. No 
doubt hiding from the 
Interahamwe on the way and 
passing through scenes of the 
utmost tragedy, he fed himself on 
the odd piece of fruit or from food 
given by passers-by. 

After the genocide Tom was 
reunited with his mother and a 
brother who also had managed to 
survive. He never saw his father 
again and to this day has not found 
out what had happened to him. 
Meeting Tom, now 27, you would 
have never known about his early 
childhood. His countenance was as 
cheery as it was determined. He 
was training to be an English 
teacher and had been appointed to 
help me guide my class to better 
English. He left the training course 
a day early in order to attend his 
own wedding. He told me that our 
class had been regularly 
punctuated by calls from his 
anxious bride-to-be and family 
asking when he was coming home 
to help prepare for the wedding! 
Tom was a true hero, as were many 


of the Rwandans I met and taught. 
Given that the genocide happened 
just 14 years ago, it was incredible 
to see how forward-looking and 
progressive so many of them 
are. Rwanda has a vision that by 
2020 it will be more developed 
and have a flourishing economy 
underpinned by the rule of law. 
Given the way things are going, 
they might actually achieve these 
aims. 

I was more sure of this after one 
afternoon when we had a debate 
on how to stop the genocide from 
ever happening in Rwanda again. I 
was nervous about having such a 
discussion and concerned as to 
whether it would have a traumatic 
effect on some of the students. I 
asked Tom to speak to the class 
when I was out of the room to 
check whether they would be 
happy to debate and work on such 
a topic. To my surprise all were up 
for it. This discussion, even in 
broken English, proved to be a 


fascinating one. The student 
teachers reached a number of 
conclusions such as urging that 
commemorative and memorial 
sites were frequently visited, a 
respect for human rights and the 
rule of law. All in all, they showed 
a huge desire to move positively 
away from the past. 

B y the end of the two weeks 
my teachers had all made 
some real progress. I had 
even been inspected by a lady from 
the Rwandan version of 
Ofsted. Luckily my teaching skills 
just about passed her roving eye, 
especially as she sat in my class 
taking notes for 40 minutes. 

It was a good feeling that, by the 
end of the two weeks, my students 
had learned the alphabet, had 
improved their pronunciation and 
had a much wider vocabulary. And 
yet, despite the teaching, which 
was hard but so enjoyable, I had 
two of the most harrowing days of 


my life in Rwanda. 

The first was when we visited the 
memorial museum in Kigali that 
sets out the story of the genocide, 
how it was planned and how it 
happened. The similarities with 
Nazi Germany are chilling. The 
Tutsis were first demonised, then 
marginalised and finally mass 
murdered. 

The museum has hundreds of 
pictures of the victims and special 
tombstones for the children. The 
tombstones describe the children’s 
friends and favourite food and end 
with cause of death, usually 
hacked to pieces by machete. But 
it was the visit to the Marumbi 
Memorial Centre that really was a 
place where the devil had visited. 
Murambi Memorial is a former 
school in which the most hideous 
tragedy occurred at the height of 
the Rwandan genocide. On April 
21-22, 1994, around 50,000 Tutsis 
were massacred by the Rwandan 
army, having been baited and 


attacked by the Interahamwe in the 
days before. Thousands of Tutsis had 
gathered in the grounds of the 
school in the hope of avoiding being 
slaughtered by the Interahamwe. 

For days they lived in terrifying 
conditions as the water and 
electricity had been turned off. 

Many were left drinking the blood of 
animals in order to try and survive. 
On April 21 the order was given for 
an organised and systematic 
massacre and the army were given 
licence to kill all the 50,000 Tutsis in 
just over 48 hours. 

We were met by the curator and two 
survivors of the massacre. Slowly 
we were led to the back of the 
school and taken to a row of large 
huts which had a number of small 
rooms containing wooden beds on 
which were large numbers of human 
skeletons. In the first room there 
were adult skeletons, in the second 
those of babies. Some rooms were 
just mixed; one contained just skulls 
and separate bones. The skeletons 
were all preserved with lime, but 
even so there was a distinct smell of 
decay. 

As we went into the rooms, one of 
the survivors stood outside with two 
rolls of toilet paper in case anyone 
was sick or reduced to tears. 

Another hut was even more 
harrowing. As the Tutsis were being 
murdered their clothes were taken 
away. A large hut with bullet holes 
in the ceiling contained open shelves 
full of the clothes of thousands of 
the victims. It was as if Bergen 
Belsen had come to the hills of 
Rwanda. 

Having walked through the huts we 
then saw the mass graves and re- 
emerged at the front of the memorial 
to hear two miraculous tales from 
survivors, both of whom had lost all 
their family in the massacres. We 
heard of Interahamwe militia and 
army personnel drinking banana 
beer and making goat kebabs close 
by the school both before and after 
carrying out the massacres. The 
militia saw murdering the Tutsis as a 
day’s work, something to do instead 
of going to harvest the field for 
crops. As one commentator has 
described, in some ways this was an 
agricultural genocide as the Hutus 
believed that they could purify the 
land by ridding it of Tutsis. 

As we left in the bus I thought of 


man’s continued inhumanity to man 
but also began to think of the 
survivors, the beautiful rolling hills 
and the new Rwanda that has 
emerged from the genocide. I tried 
to find some optimism in my heart. 
Everyone knows Rwanda because of 
the genocide, yet this is a country 
that is determined to learn from the 
past rather than live there. 

T he genocide memorials are 
places of sensitivity rather 
than vengeance, designed to 
inform rather than propagandise. 
Across the country people are 
passionate about becoming educated 
and transforming Rwandan 
society. The government’s own 
objectives are education, education, 
education - to unify the country 
from ethnic division, build a stable 
and free economy and create some 
kind of social cohesion. 

Added to this is a huge concern for 
the environment; plastic bags are 
banned in Rwanda and litter is rare. 
Where possible glass bottles and 
other items are recycled. Moreover - 
and unexpectedly - crime is 
relatively low. I had no qualms about 
jumping in a taxi here or even 
walking main streets at night. 
Rwanda is not a country you just 
visit. It is a place that you can’t help 
be captivated by. Bit by bit you get 
drawn in to the history, the culture 
and the people. It is not hard to find 
beauty yet it is incredible to 
conceive that a country that has 
suffered such tragedy so recently has 
made such strides to transform life 
for its citizens. In making such 
progress the Rwandans are 
determined to show that genocide 
and ethnic hatred can be defeated, 
not just in Rwanda but across the 
world. 

It was a remarkable two weeks, both 
illuminating and tragic as we learnt 
of the true nature of the genocide. 
But there is something about 
Rwanda that gets into your system 
and the warm smiles and optimism 
of the people are infectious. 

I hope that I helped my English 
teachers speak the language better, 
even if only a little. I know that I 
will return to Rwanda sometime 
soon, if only to see Tom teach his 
own schoolchildren perfect English.

Playhouse sets stage 
for online ticket sales 


A WOMAN fined £60 
after her husband mis¬ 
typed one letter of her 
car’s number plate while 
paying the London Con¬ 
gestion Charge has had 
the penalty quashed. 

Brian Johnstone (63), of Little 
Pamdon, Harlow, was driving 
his wife Melanie’s car into the 
capital and paid the £8 fee by 
texting the vehicle registration’s 
details to a payment centre. 

But it was only when she was 
sent a fine by Transport for 
London a few days later that he 
realised he had entered a J 
instead of an N on the keypad. 

When he telephoned TfL to 
explain the mistake he was told 
she would still have to pay up, 
even though he had paid the £8 
charge and the registration he 
entered did not exist. 

“I couldn’t believe it; I was 
disgusted,” said Melanie, pic¬ 
tured above. “When I phoned and 
explained I was told by Transport 
for London that I could appeal 
the decision but it would cost 
£200 so I paid the fine. 

“My husband realised he had 
made an honest mistake. He was 
using a new phone and instead of 
an N he typed a J, but to be told 
you still have to pay a fine even

though you have paid the charge 
was, I thought, disgusting.” 

However, the £60 fine was 
reimbursed a few weeks later 
after she wrote to TfL to com¬ 
plain and also contacted Harlow 
MP Bill Rammell. 

He told the Star this week: 
“We all make innocent mistakes, 
particularly when dealing with 
new payment systems using text 
messaging. However, I would 
expect to see an electronic sys¬ 
tem in place which alerts cus¬ 
tomers if they have typed in their 
details wrongly, particularly for 
details such as car registration 
numbers which are located on a 
national database. 

“I would expect it to be simple 
to identify when a car registration 
number has been wrongly 
entered for this reason. This 
would not be difficult to establish 
and would save customers from 
the shock of receiving notices of 
large fines when all they have 
done is follow the rules.” 

A TfL spokeswoman said dis¬ 
cretion was used to cancel fines 
but pointed out it was the driver’s 
responsibility to check they had 
paid for the correct vehicle.

Kevin's spacy film idea 


A PLAYWRIGHT and director from Harlow has 
a top north London theatre pub for a blank 
canvas. 

Simon Mawdsley (50), of Aynsley Gardens, will 
direct and produce a rewrite of his own play 
Painting By Numbers at Islington’s well-known Red 
Lion Theatre under the banner of his Stretch 
Theatre Company. 

One of Simon’s other plays, Audacity , has been performed 
worldwide, including a recent production in Los Angeles. 
Painting By Numbers was re-written by Simon for a run at 
Old Harlow’s Victoria Hall Theatre three years ago. 

The black comedy focuses on a quartet of jailbirds as they 
wait for an art instructor to turn up - but she never does. 
The friction between them, some soul-searching and even 
a spot of watercolours gets in the mix, all inspired by the 
time Simon spent teaching a drama course in a prison. 
“Every time we have done it makes it a little more 
challenging but it’s good to step outside of your comfort 
zone every now and then,” he said. 

“We are, however, going to be billing it as a new play. I 
would describe it as a comedy, but let’s say it’s not exactly 
a Carry On ....” 

The professional cast also includes two further 
connections for the town with former Harlow Theatre 
Company regular Ian Attfield - who also appeared in the 
West End outing of Audacity - alongside Harlow resident 
Steve Osborne. 

The play runs from Tuesday until September 20 and 
tickets are £13 (£10 cones) from 0207 837 7816. See next 
week’s Star for a review.

A PROJECT considered out of this world 
will be taking place in Harlow during the 
coming months as a low-budget sci-fi 
with big ideas lands in town. 

Kevin Lincoln (22), of The Stow, has 
teamed up with three friends to take on 
what they believe is a world film first. 
Their independent production company 
has a £1,500 budget to spend on Kevin’s 
script for sci-fi adventure Ocean Star vl, 
which will be filmed almost entirely in 
the town. 

Apart from its actors, the film will be 
completely computer-generated with the 
action taking place on a 10-mile long 
spaceship. 

“We don’t believe anyone has attempted 
anything like this before,” said former 
Burnt Mill student Kevin. 

“It’s a story I have written myself over 
about six years and it will, we think, be 
the first independent film to use 
computer effects to this level.”

WHATEVER your opinion of Will Ferrell, 
there’s no denying he’s managed to lay a 
few golden eggs in his chequered 
comedic career, with Anchorman and 
Talladega Nights being his two most 
polished outings to date. 

Fans of the bungling clown prince of self- 
deprecation will therefore be delighted to 
discover he’s reunited with the director of 
both films, Adam McKay, and his co-star of 
the latter, John C Reilly, for his latest effort. 
And while the premise of the film perhaps won’t 
get you salivating in anticipation - it’s about two 
middle-aged man-children who still live with their 
parents - it is nevertheless the perfect backdrop

for a brilliant double-act, with Ferrell’s childlike 
innocence the perfect foil for Reilly’s misplaced, 
cock-of-the-walk arrogance. 

The paper-thin plot is as simple as they come: 
Brennan Huff (Ferrell) and Dale Doback (Reilly) 
are two curly haired deadbeats thrown together 
against their will when the single parents with 
whom they still live get married. 

Given a month to find a job or face getting kicked 
out by their fed-up parents, they initially despise 
one another until an uneasy relationship 
blossoms over a shared love of ninjas, adult 
magazines, farting and the adolescent fantasy of 


being able to live out a fabled, Peter Pan-like 
existence as the child who never grows up. 

As far as the storyline goes, that’s pretty much it, 
but the genius of this unassuming little comic 
gem is that the absence of a meaningful storyline 
allows its two talented stars to run riot like the 
proverbial kids in a sweet-shop. 

And although both may act like kids (in fact, they 
manage to channel their inner child remarkably 
well throughout) the two pranksters wreak man- 
sized levels of destruction and hilarity with their 
behaviour. 

Much funnier than Steve Carrell’s misfiring Get 
Smart or Adam Sandler’s crude gagathon You 
Don’t Mess With The Zohan, if your threshold of 
trashy American frat-boy comedy only stretches to 
one film this summer, make it this one.

THE STRANGERS

IGNORING the obligatory blood ’n’ guts 
of most of today’s horror films, first-time 
director Bryan Bertino tones down the 
ketchup and ramps up the suspense in 
his intelligent debut, apparently based on 
a true story. 

That’s not to say horror fans will be 
disappointed, however, as this is one hell 
of a nerve-jangling ride, a sinister, 
sadistic game of cat-and-mouse played 
out over one evening. 

Liv Tyler plays Kristen McKay and 
spends most of the film in a permanent 
state of palpable terror as her 
boyfriend/fiancee (we never find out) 
James Hoyt (Scott Speedman, pictured 
above ) does his best to remain calm as 
the isolated log cabin they share comes 
under attack from a mysterious group of 
crudely masked aggressors with a 
penchant for torture. 

But rather than shifting into slasher 
movie overdrive, Bertino teases and 
tantalises the viewer, with much of the 
tension manifesting itself via knocks at 
the door, creaking floorboards and 
anonymous phone calls before the 
hapless couple come face to face with 
their unwelcome visitors. 

Those wanting a justifiable reason for the 
tormentors’ actions will be left 
disappointed, but the apparent lack of 
motive behind the attacks is a useful 
terror device in itself - the fact these are 
indiscriminate psychopaths who could 
turn up anywhere, anytime bypasses the 
inherent implausibility of many horror 
flicks and cruelly denies the viewer their 
popcorn comfort zone.

MISS Aitchison may be only 15, but a 
bubblegum pop princess she most certainly 
isn’t. Carefully distancing herself from the 
usual tweenie-bopper cliches of saccharine 
sweet songs with honeyed vocals carefully 
packaged as a ‘wholesome’ alternative to 
the naughty sexploitation gimmickry of 
older peers, Charli XCX is refreshingly raw, 
exceptionally talented and - most 
importantly - true to herself. Effortlessly 
churning out sleazy synth-punk floor-fillers 
with the technical nous, uncomplicated 
cool and rapier wit of experienced dial- 
twiddlers twice her age, she’s the poster-girl 
for a new generation of teens fed up with 
being wrapped in cotton wool and treated 
like ickle kiddies. With a record deal already 
secured under her day-glo belt and a debut 
single - the infectious, edgy grimecore 
number IFrancheskaar! - out now, we’ll 
soon find out if the musical establishment 
is ready for a talented young prodigy eager 
to stick two fingers at conformity.

LOVE AND PARANOIA 

Regurgitator (album, Valve) 

Ostensibly an album of crude one-liners (“drinking beer is 
awesome!”) and anarchic electro-punk mash-ups, the fourth effort 
from the amorphous Aussies may sound like a boozy frat party 
gone wrong, but dig a little deeper and you’ll find this teeming with 
acutely observed social commentary on contemporary society’s 
burgeoning cult of paranoia. The sound may at times stray too far 
into the synthtastic ’ 80 s for some tastes, complete with ‘ironic’ hair- 
metal solos and stadium-filling choruses, but this is nevertheless an 
intelligent bid for genre-hopping genius - it’s just a shame they 
don’t quite pull it off. 

THE STOOP 

Little Jackie (album, Parlophone) 

The unintentionally hilarious artwork gracing Imani Coppola’s latest 
release may look like the poster for a straight-to-DVD, bad-ass 
blaxploitation flick, but she flatters to deceive with an album of 
wordy, confessional folk-soul numbers. Sure, there’s the usual 
bunch of muddled references to Afrocentric feminism and sexual 
experimentation you’d expect from a wannabe Neneh Cherry, but

ARMY Superior sequel to the 
wisecracking comic-book 
franchise, the big red lug is back 
to take on his most fearsome 
enemy yet - a brooding army of 
12-foot warriors intent on taking 
control of the Earth.

WALL-E In the far future, 
diminutive robot WALL-E falls for 
a sexy space probe but soon 
finds himself thrust into a race 
against time to save humanity. 

MAMMA MIA! A vacuous bride- 
to-be seeks her real father in time 
for her big day, all told to hit 
songs by’70s group, ABBA 
(screened in a sing-along 
presentation). 

SPEED RACER The cult 
Japanese cartoon gets a flashy 
Wachowski brothers makeover 
as young Speed revs up the 
Mach 5 for a futuristic, high- 
octane race against time to 
avenge the death of his brother.

Translating the language of the art 


LOVE IS THE DEVIL: STUDY FOR A 
PORTRAIT OF FRANCIS BACON 

(BFI, 185, retail) 

Not being granted permission to show the actual 
works of British artist Francis Bacon is probably one 
of the best things to happen to this fascinating biopic. 
Instead of becoming a film featuring his paintings, the 
film effectively becomes a distillation of all of them as 
writer/director John Maybury and his accomplished 
technical crew use everything from editing style, 
lighting and colour palette to distorted lenses and the 
intense dronology soundtrack of Ryuichi Sakamoto to 
capture the morbid ambience of Bacon’s work. 
Harness this remarkable accomplishment to the 
sensitive, powerhouse central performances of Derek 
Jacobi as Bacon and Daniel Craig as his muse/lover 
George Dyer and you’ve got one of the most 
accomplished films about the creative process and 
what lies behind it since David Cronenberg's The 
Naked Lunch. 

When artless drunk burglar Dyer literally drops in on 
Bacon’s Soho flat in the 1960s, he inadvertently 
plunges into a Bohemian world of flamboyant artists, 
waspish old queens, rent boys and cackling nicotine- 
stained drunks. 

The uncomplicated working class lad is wholly out of 
his depth in the artist’s circle, particularly in the 
infamous Colony Room Club where foul-mouthed 
Muriel Belcher (Tilda Swinton, all but unrecognisable 
behind a network of broken veins and gangrenous 
dental work) holds sway in her ghastly court of 
rampant egos, cynics, snide paltroons and copious 
booze. 

But even as Dyer inspires Bacon to some of his most 
sensitive work, so the intensities, needs and 
emotional abuses of their relationship begin to suck 
him hollow and he spirals down into a nightmarish 
welter of drinking, pill-popping and suicide attempts. 
The BFI, which originally co-financed the film, 
delivers its usual sterling package of supplemental 
materials, including a fascinating commentary track 
with Maybury and Jacobi, a preview of the 
documentary The Colony, an interview with two of 
the producers and a fascinating illustrated booklet of 
essays and viewing notes.

WHO SAW HER DIE? 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

There are uncanny parallels between this above-par 
1972 Italian thriller and the following year’s Don’t 
Look Now, with both concerning the grieving fathers 
of dead girls prowling the mist-shrouded streets of 
out-of-season Venice in search of a killer. 

That said, it’s unlikely director Aldo Lado caught wind 
of Nic Roeg’s film in pre-production, nor does he 
seem familiar with the Daphne Du Maurier story on 
which it’s based, being more concerned with a 
convoluted murder mystery than a meditation on 
loss, grief and predestination. 

Here, George (On Her Majesty’s Secret Service ) 
Lazenby plays artist Franco who, to judge from the 
opening act, must be one of Venice’s least 
responsible parents - estranged from his wife, he’s 
more often to be found dallying with his lover or 
working while his striking red-headed daughter plays 
with the local kids outside. 

But a mysterious female figure in mourning dress is 



haunting the brooding plazas and shadowed streets, 
and when the girl goes missing and is subsequently 
found dumped in a canal, Franco’s emotional reunion 
with his ex is curtailed when he links the murder to a 
series of child killings and sets out to play detective 
himself. 

Franco Di Giacomo’s cinematography paints a 
haunting picture of the city’s less-frequented nooks 
and corners, establishing a creepy ambience 
heightened by Ennio Morricone’s classy soundtrack. 
All the familiar elements of the giallo thriller are 
present, from the black-gloved killer and showy 
assassinations of key sources of information to the 
shoal of red-herrings in Franco's path, but it’s a more 
restrained film than most of its kind and, aside from a 
final scene of astonishing glibness, all the better for its 
reliance on atmosphere.

AWAKE 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

Glossy and silly medical thriller with Hayden 
Christensen as a wealthy young industrialist with a 
terminal heart condition who defies his patrician 
mother to marry lover Jessica Alba just hours before 
undergoing a life-extending transplant at the hands of 
close friend Terence Howard. 

Yet once on the operating table, he’s one of an 
unfortunate minority who discover themselves 
paralysed by the anaesthetic but otherwise fully 
conscious of their situation and the agony of the 
surgical procedure; he also discovers the operation is 
really an improbably elaborate plot to murder him for 
his fortune. 

It’s a well-handed idea for the opening act - the 


romance is fleshed out to a convincing level and his 
distress under the knife is squirm-inducing - but sit 
soon fizzles out into ridiculous implausibility as the 
young tycoon’s spirit runs around the hospital 
pointlessly piecing together the conspiracy but unable 
to do anything about it.

THE NEVERENDING STORY 

(Warner Home Video, U, retail) 

Originally released in 1984 and now somewhat 
hamstrung by a disco-flavoured electronic soundtrack 
from Giorgio Moroder and a title song by Limahl 
which haven’t aged too well, Wolfgang (The Perfect 
Storm, Troy ) Petersen’s fantasy is still an enchanting 
experience for younger viewers. 

Bullied youngster Bastian takes refuge from his 
tormentors in an old bookstore and is warned off 
reading The Neverending Story by its mysterious 
proprietor. ‘Borrowing’ it, he hides out in the attic of 
his school and is at once absorbed into the epic quest 
of young warrior Atreyu to save the realm of Fantasia 
from obliteration in the face of The Nothing, a 
growing vortex that destroys all in its path. 

As the boy encounters high-speed racing snails, rock 
giants, a friendly goblin, elves, an evil talking wolf and 
a flying luck dragon with a face like a sinister spaniel, 
Bastian comes to realise his life is connected with the 
events unfolding in the story. 

Some great puppets and sets aside, it’s all a bit 
lightweight for older fantasists but my seven-year-old 
was captivated by it and was particularly pleased that 
Bastian uses his newfound confidence (and dragon) 
to face up this the bullies.

Now. Their brand of slightly sappy rock is winsome 
and the earlier stuff from 1986, when the rest of New

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I f Volkswagen’s 
Passat is a little too 
big for you and the 
German firm’s Golf 
isn’t posh enough, 
luckily there is a VW 
that plugs this 
automotive gap. 

The name Jetta is not a new 
one but for many it will be 
unfamiliar. 

Originally a badge that adorned 
the rump of compact VW 
saloons when VWs were square 
and Spartan, Vento and Bora 
monikers passed the time before 
the manufacturer decided to 
delve into the past to promote its 
future compact saloon — which 
is where the current Jetta comes 
in. 

While the Golf remains the 
breadwinner for Volkswagen, the 
Jetta is very much the sibling 
that secured the scholarship to 
private school and went on to 
work in the city. It might share a 
fair chunk of the Golf’s DNA but 
the family resemblance ends 
once you get past the car’s rear 
doors. 

It’s fair to say that the modern 
day Jetta’s appeal is a special 
one. The UK’s appetite for 
compact premium saloons is 
modest and dwarfed by that of 
consumers in the Americas and 
southern Europe. 

The flipside to this situation is 
that on the dull and wet roads of 
Blighty something like the Jetta 
does tend to stand out. 

Far from being an eyesore, the 
Jetta cuts a refined dash on the 
road. Whether it’s the car’s 
glossy chrome nose or the fact 
that, from a distance it looks like 
a Passat, it’s easy to distinguish 
from the aforementioned Golf. 
And because it’s not as 
aggressively styled as BMW’s 3 
Series or Audi’s A4, it will no 
doubt appeal more to people who 
don't wish to shout about their 
perceived or actual social 
standing. 

For all the Jetta’s modesty, it 
would be wrong to assume that 
this compact VW is a dull car. 
Driver and passenger 
satisfaction levels are high; if 
it’s not the car’s impressive build 
quality it’s the highly refined 
cabin ambience. Far from being 
a VW Golf with a boot, the Jetta 
boasts a personality all of its 
own. 

Typically, one reason to purchase 
a compact saloon over the family 
hatch is because you might want 
a slightly sportier driving 
experience. It’s why BMW 
products have done so well but 
it’s a trait that has been lacking 
from VWs in the past. 

Not any more. Whether it’s the 
influence of Audi or simply that 
the Volkswagen engineers have 
dug deep and delivered, adding 
the Sport name to a VW has 
added - not detracted - from the 
whole experience. 

In the case of the Jetta, the Sport 
variant boasts slightly lower and 


firmer suspension than normal 
plus some rather attractive- 
looking 17-inch alloy wheels. 

And it can be had with a 1.4-litre 
petrol engine. 

Don’t worry, this one comes with 
a supercharger and a 
turbocharger. The concept, as 
tested in high performance 170 
horsepower guise, delivers near¬ 
instant power and 
responsiveness low down plus 
near lag-free power further up 
the rev range thanks to the two 
methods of induction 
respectively. 

It’s not difficult to spot the car’s 
general abundance of 
performance. Brisk and, when 
you really need it, very quick, 
this particular Jetta is more 


than a match for the traditional 
compact performance saloon 
competition, especially so if you 
take into consideration the VW’s 
asking price. 

It’s also an enjoyable car to drive 
briskly, although the Jetta will 
happily play nice when you need 
to commute to work or go to the 
shops. The car’s sports 
suspension does a good job of 
smoothing out road 
imperfections, too. 

And guess what; the Jetta is no 
less accommodating than a Golf 
when it comes to practical 
matters. The cabin is not only 
well built but also 
accommodating. Sure, the saloon 
format ensures that a premium 
ambience is maintained inside - 


there’s no prospect of a tailgate 
being opened and disrupting the 
experience. 

The sports seats, leather covered 
steering wheel, handbrake and 
gear shifter certainly help 
matters while the generous level 
of standard equipment only 
serves to sweeten the deal: lots of 
airbags and safety kit, air-con, 
trip computer, heated mirrors, 
windscreen wiper rain sensors 
and a split/fold rear seat to name 
but a few of the goodies. 

Dip into the options list and 
there’s all manner of premium 
extras, such as a touch screen 
sat-nav and multi media unit, 
cruise control, parking sensors 
and leather seats.
